PLANTING SPONGES. 


Methods of Making Them Grow in Use 
on the Florida Coast. 
Biscayne bay, Sugar lIwaf key, An- 
clote keys and Key West, on the Fluor 
ida coast, are the principal places in 
this country where experiments io 
The 


sponge culture have been made. 
various methods are as follows: 

“Seed” sponges are cut into small 
pieces and, after having been attached 
by wiring or spindle to circuiar or trt- 
angular cement blocks, are dropped or 
lowered (depending upon the depth) to 
rest on the ocean bottom, where they 
remain for a yeur or two until they 
reach a size proper for commercial pur- 
poses. They are then taken by the 
hook, when new cuttings are attached 
and the cement blocks let down again. 

Another method was to string them 
on a wire held horizontal by stakes 
driven in the bottum. In doing this, 
however, various difficulties arouse. The 
sponges became loose and rotated on 
the wire, enlarging the hole made 
through them, and the action of the 
salt water corroded and destroyed the 
wires until, after many trials and ex- 
periments, a lead wire wifh a copper 
core was successfully used.—St. Nich- 
olas.

OF CALF DISEASES 


Due to the fact that the unborn calf 
makes rapid growth during the eight 
weeks prior to birth he who would 
breed and develop good cattle should 
turn the mother dry at the beginning 
of this period, writes Hugh G. Van 
Welt in Kimball's Dairy armer. 
When dry he should begin feeding het 
well of foods rich im mineral matter 
or asb and protein, for these are the 
outrients from which the mothet) 
makes muscle, blood, bone, cartilag: 
tnous material and bair. Of these, in 
addition to water, the youngster its al- 
Most completely composed at birth. 
Fat, which is furnished by carbohy-

world of much of the best blood that 
should be retained to repletish and 
add to the greatness of its berds. 

Almost as importuot are the care and 
feed necessary after the birtb of the 
calf, but that is another story. In the 
first place, it must be kept free from 
disease, whether it is born strong or 
weak, As soon as it draws its tirst 
breath it comes in contact with germs, 
some of which will work havoc if they 
gain access to its inner body. If germs 
that cause white scours ur hemorrhagic 
septicaemia are preseut they ure linble 
to enter through the broken umbilical 
cord before oature has time to seal it 
by drying tbe broken end. ‘Therefore 
it is not only necessary for the cow's 
owner to provide a clean, carefully dis- 
infected, dry maternity stall, but he 
should be in attendance at the birth of 
the calf with a supply of reliable disin- 
fecting svlution to carefully cleanse 
the umbilical cord and tie a disinfected 
cord tightly around it close up to the 
abdomen. This is a very simple, inex- 
pensive treatment, yet it is all that ie 
necessary to prevent a large percenlage 
of infectious diseases. 

In addition to liberal and regular 
feeding it 1s surely advisubie to pro 
vide for the calf quarters that are 
ecrupulously clean, warm aud dry. 
Never take it for granted that disease 
germs are absent, for if you du pre 
cautions necessary for successful calif 
raising will be omitted and a bigb 
death rate of calves will result. A 
supply of reliable disinfectant should 
be close at band, so that every time 
the calf stall is cleaned the flour, walls 
and every nook and crevice. may be 
saturated with it 

The box from which the calf eats 
should frequently be thoroughly scrub 
bed with cleansing powder or soap and 
rinsed out with the disinfecting solu- 
tion, for one of the chief sources of 
calf disease is the utens!! from which 
it feeds. This is especially true of the 
pall from which it drinks. No law 
compels the dairyman to sterilize such 
utensils by steam or hot water. The 
plan of washing or at least rinsing 
them to a disinfecting solution should 
be practiced regularly after feeding 
and the pails set where the sun cap

Ease With Which These Coast Defense 
Monsters Are Operated. 

Three kinds of big guns are used on 
| the coasts to defend us from hostile 
‘invaders. When a gun is fired over 

an embankment or parapet it is called 

a barbette. The earliest guns were of 

this order. The parapets were notch- 

ed so that the firing could be done 
over their. top. When the gun is dis- 
| charged through a port or hole in the 
embankment it is called a casemate. 

The newest kind of heavy artillery is 

the disappearing gun, which drops 
; back behind its wall as soon as it is 
| discharged. © 

The man who aims the gun has a 
| little platform to one side of the ma- 
chine. Things are arranged so that he 
can control all operations of the gun 
from where he stands. Electricity is 
nsed for bringing the gun up and get- 
ting it into position, and all the mech- 
anism can be regulated by the gun- 
, ner. So wonderfally is the big machine 
‘under control. that it cannot be fired 
, by any person whomsoever unless it is 
| paised up and in firing position. When 
| it is not in firing position it is called 
|“out of battery.” 
| So nicely is the gun mounted that all 
' its great mass can be handled by two 
men.’ From the time they start load- 
.ing it until the gun is mounted and 
ready to fire only alx seconds inter- 
vene. One of the big guns can dis- 
charge a thousand pound projectile 
| every fifty-two seconds and put a bat- 
| tleship out of commission six miles 
away.—Hxchange.

The Fastest Growing Tree. 
Hard, fine grained, durable wood 
| usually grows slowly,. A most remarka- 
' ble exception is the eucalyptus, and 
' this it is that gives the tree its great 
value as a means of reforestation. It 
| is said that the eucalyptus grows five 
| times as rapidly as any other tree. 
Seedlings have been observed to make 
on average growth of six inches 
height a day, and one tree in California 
| attained a height of 125 feet and a 
| diameter of thirty-six inches in nine 
' years. The eucalyptus will not thrive 
where there are frosts, but in the south 
‘it promises to go a long way toward 
filling the place once occupled by other 
hardwoods, which have been greatly 
reduced by demands for furniture, car

Record Flax Crop. 

Mrs, Annie E. Williams, of Gleic- 
hen, Alberta, hada record flax crop 
last year.” She seeded 63.33 acres, 
and thrashed 1877 bushels, which is 
equivalent. to, 29.63 bushels to the 
acre. “The significance of this will 
be more readily appreciated when it 
ie stated that the average yield per 
acre last yearin Alberta was 12.83, 
in Saskatchewan 12,56, in Manitoba 
13.39,-in all Canada 12.60, and in 
the United States 9.90 bushels to 
the acre, 

The variety which was grown was 
““ Premost,”’ a new kind which*has 
been developed by the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
and which ripens ten days to a fort- 
night earlier than ordinary flax. 
The record of the groth of this crop 
shows that’ it is was seeded April 
16-18, was one foot high and in 
bloom on June 28rd, ripeon August

With the co-operation of the 
Agricultural Branch, Department 
of Natural Resources, Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Calgaty, a large 
proportion of this crop, namely 1,280 
bushels, was sold for seed purposes 
to a Hanna farmer, at the price of 
$3.00 per bushel; the C.P.R. also 
bought in a quantity for use on its 
Demonstration Farms.
